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THE closure of Newmarket’s 
waste recycling facility has been 
delayed for almost three months 
following a wave of protest from 
residents. 

Suffolk County Council has put 
back the closure date of six house¬ 
hold waste recycling centres, 
including the Depot Road tip, from 
May 9 to July 31 after more than 8,000 
people objected to the plans. 

More than 2,000 people have also attended 
public meetings on the issue, while 100 
protesters staged a march against the 
Newmarket closure on April 2. 

Waste chiefs say the temporary reprieve will 
give district, town and parish council more 
time to find alternative ways of funding the 
site, including a pay-per-use service. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, portfolio holder for 
waste, said: “We have made this decision in 
direct response to the views of Suffolk 
residents. I have personally attended 14 
community meetings and the feedback has 
been very clear. 

“People are telling me they are very willing 
to look at paying for the service rather than 
lose their site and would like more time to 
come up with new ways of working.” 

The £180,000 cost of keeping open the 
centres at Newmarket, Beccles, Bramford, 
Brome, Chelmondiston and Southwold until 
fuly 31 will be funded from the council's 
transition fund. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who has led the fight 
against the Depot Road closure, said: “I think 
people would be willing to pay a reasonable 
fee to use the centre. The cost of driving to 
Mildenhall and back is at least £6. That site is 
also currently operating at full capacity, so you 
would have to wait a while with the engine 
ticking over to get in there.

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Decision time looming 
for ‘trouble-hit’ pub 



THE fate of a Newmarket pub 
banned from selling alcohol 
will be decided next week. 

The Five Bells was made subject to 
the strict interim order on April 1 
after its bar manager and a customer 
were stabbed at the St Mary’s Square 
premises last month. 

Police raised further concerns 
when staff refused to explain what 
happened and also cleaned the 
premises before officers arrived on 
March 23, thereby eradicating any 
potential forensic evidence. 

There are also suspicions that a 
boxing gym for children is being run 
on the premises, according to a report 
by officers at Forest Heath District 
Council, which will consider the pub’s 
licence at a meeting on Monday. 

Councillors will examine a report 
on the Admiral Taverns-owned busi¬ 
ness, which claims the pub has been a 
magnet for troublemakers, saying 
“there is a historic adverse relation¬ 
ship between offenders and pub 
management/ employees”. 

It also examines a second attack at 
the pub on March 19, when a man 
suffered serious injuries after being 
hit six times around the head while 
standing in the smoking area. 

The report also reveals how the 
designated pub supervisor (DPS) was 
missing on the night of March 23, 
Stabbing scene: the Five Bells pub in Newmarket could have its licence revoked. 074374 when the double stabbing took place. 
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In it, Pc Craig Lannigan said: “In 
light of the confusion around the DPS 
position, the active removal of 
evidence from a crime scene, the 
initial lack of the co-operation from 
manager and staff, the seriousness of 
the offences falling within the 
definition of serious crime and the 
suspected running of a boxing gym, 
Suffolk Constabulary seek to call an 
expedited review in order to protect 
the public and uphold licensing 
objectives. 

“Suffolk Constabulary would like 
the committee to consider the 
suspension of the premises licence as 
an interim measure, pending the full 
review.” 

The council will have the power to 
revoke the pub’s licence completely, 
shutting it down, continue with the 
current soft drinks-only arrange¬ 
ments or return the Five Bells’ licence 
with strict conditions attached. 

A spokesman for Admiral Taverns 
said: "We are working with the police 
and local authority to resolve any 
issues surrounding the licence at the 
Five Bells.”

By 6.30pm the fire in the 
adjoining property was 
extinguished and 
hotspots on the main 
roof were being tackled. 

A structural engineer 
declared a third of the 
house to be dangerous. 

Crews put out 
bush blaze 

A BUSH on fire was 
extinguished by 
firefighters. 

Two crews from Soham, 
one crew from Ely and a 
crew from Suffolk were 
called to at Isleham 
Marina Waterside in 
Isleham on Sunday at 
2 pm. Firefighters 
discovered about 100 
metres by 70 metres of 
shrubland which was 
well alight. The cause of 
the fire was accidental. 

In a separate incident, 
firefighters were called to 
an acre of heath and 
shrubland which was 
enveloped in flames in 
hot weather. 

Crews went to the canal 
bank in Mildenhall 
Woods at 1.45pm on 
Monday, and found the 
vegetation was “well 
alight”. 

In a third incident, an 
adventure play area was 
involved in a fire.

Blow to protesters as 
store plans approved 


PLANS for a Sainsbury’s 
store have been given the 
go-ahead - despite large- 
scale protests from resi¬ 
dents. 

More than 50 people attended 
a Forest Heath District Council 
meeting in Mildenhall yesterday 
in a last-ditch bid to stop the 
plans for an Exning Road branch. 

The supermarket giant can 
now build a new Local store at 
the Clean Machine launderette 
site and sell alcohol up until 
11pm. 

More than 200 people had sent 
letters to the council objecting to 
the store, saying it will increase 
late-night drinking and fuel anti¬ 
social behaviour. Three demon¬ 
strations also took place outside

the proposed store. 

Other fears about added 
congestions and the safety of 
making deliveries in a largely 
residential area have been raised. 

But members of the licensing 
committee approved the app¬ 
lication for Sainsbury’s to sell 
alcohol between 8am and 11pm, 
with conditions that include the 
provision of CCTV and street 
lighting. 

Speaking before yesterday’s 
meeting, campaign spokes¬ 
woman Louise Hamilton, who 
lives in Field Terrace Road, said: 
“The prospect of late-night 
drinking in a quiet suburban 


area with a rise in alcohol-related 
disorder and crime, such as 
vandalism, anti-social behaviour 
and late-night noise, is some¬ 
thing hundreds of residents do 
not want. 

“The access to the store is also 
the access to 100 homes and this 
is a public safety issue. 

“We do not have anything 
against Sainsbury’s, but this store 
is in the wrong place. Places like 
the Guineas shopping centre 
would love a Sainsbury’s. 

“If they moved there it would 
reverse the trend of edge-of-town 
shops taking away town centre 
business and be a massive boost 
to Newmarket.” 

Suffolk County Council high¬ 
ways officer Richard Carter had 
agreed with some of the cam¬ 


paigners’ claims about road 
safety. 

In a letter, he said: “While the 
proposal has some car parking at 
the rear, I consider it will still 
exacerbate the customer parking 
problems on Exning Road, part¬ 
icularly with the inclusion of the 
ATM machine, and cause add¬ 
itional restrictions/congestion 
owing to delivery vehicles. 

“This would also be to the 
detriment of the safety and free 
flow of traffic on the B1103, and 
in addition restrict the visibility 
of drivers joining that road from 
Scaltback Drive." 

Newmarket Town Council also 
voted against the proposals at a 
meeting last month. 


Sausage 
firms bid 
for Euro 
status 

RIVAL sausage firms 
have put aside their 
differences to gain 
protected status for the 
famous Newmarket 
banger. 

For decades, Powters 
and Musks have laid 
claim to producing the 
authentic Newmarket 
sausage - with each 
tracing their recipe back 
to the 1880s. 

But the award¬ 
winning firms, which 
closely guard the secrets 
of their recipes, have 
now agreed to unite to 
apply for European 
protection for the 
trademark name. 

It would see the 
Newmarket sausage 
gain the same legal 
status as Parma ham, 
Stilton cheese and the 
Melton Mowbray pork 
pies and protect against 
cheap imitations. 

Consultation on the 
bid for the EU’s 
Protected Geographical 
Indicator of Origin will 
finish in two weeks 
before a decision is 
made by the Depart¬ 
ment for Food and 
Rural Affairs (Defra), 
which will then referred 
to the European Union 
for a decision by Nov¬ 
ember.

Graham Minto, chairman of 
the bench, told Lamb during 
sentencing: “This was an 
expensive opportunistic taking 
of a motor vehicle. You will 
serve four months in custody”

A11 dualling to 
begin in 2012

WORK to dual the A11 will 
start in the next financial 
year, the Government has 
confirmed. 

The long-awaited project to 
widen the busy road between 
Fiveways and Thetford was finally 
scheduled into Highways Agency 
plans this week after years of 
delays. 

Roads minister Mike Penning 
announced on Tuesday that the 
£131 million scheme would begin 
in 2012-13 - one of 14 major 
project due to start construction 
before 2015. 

The project looked set to be 
axed last year after the Gov¬ 
ernment suspended all major 
road building projects pending 
October’s Comprehensive Spend¬ 
ing Review. 

But it survived the cull, which 
included the scrapping of the 
£1.3 upgrade to the A14.

Charge would

Praise for pastors as street crime plunges 



STREET pastors and a 
paramedic help bus 
have helped to cut night¬ 
time crime in 
Newmarket by almost 20 
per cent, new figures 
reveal. 

A report by Forest 
Heath District Council 
show there were 1,296 
criminal offences 
committed between 
October 2009 and 
December 2010 - down 
by 17 per cent on the 
previous year when 
1,574 crimes occurred. 

The fall in crime rates 
are even more dramatic 
on Saturday nights, with 
crime dropping by 34 
per cent. 

Statistics show public 
disorder dropped by 33 
per cent (282 offences to 
187), drug offences by 
44 per cent (198 to 110) 
and serious violence by 
23 per cent (30 to 23). 

Much of the falling 
crime has been credited 
to the intervention of the 
paramedic-manned SOS 
bus. 

Volunteer street 
pastors, which deal with 
an average of 33 
incidents a night, have 
also been praised for 
their intervention work. 

The report prepared 


for the crime reduction 
meeting said pastors 
had dealt with 561 
incidents in 17 evenings 
in December, January 
and February. 

Of these incidents, 57 
were speaking to people 
about safety and 


wellbeing, 287 involved 
the removal of 
dangerous items, such 
as broken glass, from 
the streets and 65 saw 
the removal of alcohol. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, 
from the Newmarket 
Safer Neighbourhood 


Team, said: “These 
volunteers are really 
making a difference and 
are providing a safe 
haven for vulnerable 
people. 

“I fully support and 
applaud this excellent 
project and wish it many 


more years of success.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst 
added: “Many incidents 
just require mature 
intervention and that is 
what the pastors do. 

“They have been a 
real benefit to 
Newmarket.” 


CJD may have led to 
death of councillor 


A COUNCILLOR has 
died suddenly after 
contracting what doc¬ 
tors believe to have been 
a rare form of Creutz- 
feldt-Jakob Disease 
(CJD). 

Tributes have been paid to 
Cllr lohn Abbott, a former East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council chairman, who has 
died aged 71. 

CID is often called a human 
form of Mad Cow Disease - 
however, it is believed Mr 
Abbott died of sporadic CID, 
which is not connected. 

It is a relatively rare illness of 
unknown cause, which may be 
due to a spontaneous change 
in normal prion protein in 
brain cells. 

Mr Abbott, who has been a 
district councillor for Fordham 
Villages since 1997, died on 
Tuesday, April 5 - just weeks

after he went to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital suspecting he had 
suffered a mini -stroke. 

Mr Abbott, of Mildenhall 
Road, Fordham, leaves his 
wife, ludy, grown-up children 
Helen and Michael, and four 
grandsons. 

In a statement released by 
the family, his daughter Helen 
said: “Less than two months 
ago, dad started to experience 
some health problems. 

“He walked into Adden¬ 
brooke’s Hospital at the 
beginning of March, sus¬ 
pecting he had suffered a 
mini-stroke. 

"Many investigations follo¬ 
wed and dad, with his family, 
was advised a week later that 
the likelihood was that he was 
suffering from sporadic CID.

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Pair facing jail 
in £100k fraud 


TWO men who defrauded 
schools, charities and 
businesses in Suffolk out 
of £100,000 have been told 
they face lengthy prison 
sentences. 

Christopher Boughton-Fox and 
Jonathan Parrish, of Business 
Telecom Ltd, were involved in 
customers being systematically 
lied to in order to get them to sign 
up for lengthy and expensive 
telephone equipment deals, 
Ipswich Crown Court was told. 

The two men’s victims included 
West Row Primary School, near 
Mildenhall, which was persuaded 
to sign up for one of the comp¬ 
any’s systems. 

David Wilson, prosecuting, said 
that when customers signed up 
with Business Telecom Ltd they 
were told they could cancel the

deal after a year but then went on 
to discover they had committed 
themselves to a seven-year 
contract. 

Both men had pleaded not 
guilty to conspiracy to defraud 
involving more than £100,000 
between 2003 and 2008, involving 
dozens of schools, businesses 
and charities. 

They were last week found 
guilty by a jury following a 10- 
week trial. Judge Peter Thompson 
told the pair they could expect 
sentences of up to six years in 
prison. 

Company chairman Boughton- 
Fox, 48, of Yarmouth Road, 
Thorpe St Andrew, near Norwich, 
and sales director Parrish, 42, of 
The Hills, Reedham, are due to be 


sentenced on April 27. 

Outside the court following his 
conviction, Boughton-Fox said: 
“I’m absolutely gutted. As far as I 
knew there was no conspiracy at 
all. 

“I started up a business, ran it 
and paid our taxes, doing every¬ 
thing by the book.” 

During the trial the prosec¬ 
ution alleged that sales reps at 
Business Telecom secured luc¬ 
rative commission payments by 
lying to customers in order to tie 
them into long-running cont¬ 
racts. 

Giving evidence, Boughton-Fox 
claimed that many people who 
lodged complaints about his 
company were trying to get out of 
contracts which they had signed, 
while Parrish claimed he was too 
good a salesman to need to resort 
to telling lies.

AN education day 
centre that has mov¬ 
ed to Burwell is to 
auction a dolphin 
skull, stuffed animals 
and various historical 
items. 

The Environmental Edu¬ 
cation Day Centre in Up- 
ware, near Ely, has closed 
and Cambridgeshire 
County Council, which 
owns the building, 
formerly the village school,

The education hub,

As part of the move, a 
number of collections of 
preserved birds and 
animals, including a 
dolphin skull, old fenland 
tools and historical arte¬ 
facts, which the council 
says are surplus to require¬ 
ments, are being auct¬ 
ioned. 

The council says the 


funds raised by the auction 
will go directly to the 
education service. 

Auctioneer David Palm¬ 
er said: “There are some 
really intriguing lots which 
have obviously inspired 
many children over the 
years. 

“The dolphin skull is 
particularly impressive.” 

The move started last 
Tuesday and the council 
says schools are already 
confirming bookings at the 
new location. 

Rosie Edwards, head of 


the education service, said: 
“We are looking forward to 
establishing our new base 
at Burwell House where 
the same CEES team of 
teachers and support staff 
will continue to bring 
learning to life for 
hundreds of local children 
every year."

Focus falls on young drivers

YOUNGER drivers have been targeted 
during a week-long campaign to ensure 
they are wearing seatbelts and their 
vehicles are roadworthy. 

This week, officers across Suffolk will 
be focusing on younger drivers with the 
intention of identifying any traffic 
offences that are being committed. 

Motorists will also be warned to ‘click 
it’ or face getting a ticket as police clamp 
down on those not wearing appropriate 
restraints. 

Tailing to wear a seatbelt remains one 
of the main causes of fatal and serious 
injury collisions. 

Motorists and passengers caught not 
wearing seatbelts will be issued with 
fixed penalty notices of £60 and could 
face a fine of up to £500. 

Tomorrow, the campaign will see a day 


of action, where roads policing units will 
patrol areas specifically around local 
sixth-forms and colleges. 

Any motorists caught committing a 
traffic offence will be dealt with app¬ 
ropriately. 

Sergeant Darren Sargent, of the Roads 
Policing Unit, said: “Younger drivers are 
statistically more likely to be involved in 
a road traffic collision, so it is vital that 
they are aware of the importance of road 
safety. 

“We will be looking out for all types of 
motoring offences during this campaign 
and will use a combination of education 
and enforcement to ensure that Suffolk’s 
roads are kept safe.” 

And he warned: “Anyone not wearing 
one can expect to be stopped and 
prosecuted.”

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Home is where the hens 
are for ‘Good Life’ Annie

C LIVE the Buff 
Orpington 
cockerel is 
clearly feeling frisky. 
His magnificent 
golden feathers 
fluffed out, he’s doing 
a sort of side-to-side 
jig across the grass; 
the object of his 
affections, an 
attractive blonde, 
clucks in apparent 
disapproval before 
heading off to hide 
behind the hen 
house. Spring is, 
laughs owner Annie 
Rushton, very much 
in the air. 

Clive and his reluctant 
belle are just two of 
Annie’s 60 birds; as well as 
chickens of various kinds 
she has several ducks. 
There are eight hives of 
bees. And six cats. 

All live happily in her 
half-acre back garden in 
Bluntisham, also home to 
an extensive veg plot, 
umpteen fruit trees and 
bushes and an in-progress 
wildlife haven (hedgerow 
planting and a pond). It’s 
strongly reminiscent of a 
scene from The Good Life) 
it would be of little 
surprise if Richard Briers 
popped out from behind 
the shed in his wellies and 
woolly jumper. 

“It’s about getting back

to basics, really, isn’t it?” 
says Annie, offering a 
scoop of corn to a posse of 
chuntering bantams. 
“We’re all keen to reduce 
our food miles and know 
the provenance of what 
we’re eating. When we eat 
our eggs, they’ve travelled 
from just down the garden 
and they’ve been laid by a 
hen who feels like part of 
the family It’s just a really 
nice feeling.” 

Annie and husband Ian 
both have day jobs; their 
back garden smallholding, 
dubbed Annie’s Meadow, 
is very much a hobby. But 
it’s evident they put in a 
huge amount of time and 
energy 

They started keeping 
chickens in 2008 when, in 
a self-confessed ‘mad 
moment’, she bought him 
a hen house as an 
anniversary gift; four 
battery rescues followed - 
Madge, Matilda, Bunty 
and Rosie. From the word 
go, they were hooked. “It 
was my son, Andrew, who 
convinced me to rescue 
the hens,” recounts Annie. 
“Years ago I had the 
opportunity to buy this 
half-acre behind the 
house, which I did, really 
to stop anyone building 
on it. 

“At the time I thought it 


might be nice simply to 
sow a few wildflowers, but 
Andrew said: ‘You should 
rescue some of those poor 
battery hens. You’ve got 
the room - and you could 
give them a really good 
retirement’. 

“When we went to pick 
them up, from a rescue 
centre in Wisbech, I have 
to admit it was a real 
shock. They were in a very 
bad way: their skin was 
bald and red-raw in 
places; for the first few 
weeks I had to put sun 
cream on them, because 
they were getting burnt. 

“To start with they 
didn’t know what to do 
with themselves, they just 
sat there. We had to show 
them how to drink out of 
the water bowl and how to 
put themselves to bed at 
night. It was pitiful, to be 
honest.” 

Thanks to the Rushtons’ 
tender loving care, the 
girls were soon plump, 
fully feathered and laying 
regular eggs. “Very quickly 
I thought: ‘Well, we could 
have a few more’... 

“That’s when I started 
looking at pure breeds as 
well. I went online and 
soon discovered a whole 
sub-culture of poultry 
keepers. 

“I’ve never heard of so 


many people keeping 
chickens as there are now 
- it’s definitely becoming 
more and more popular.” 

Annie and Ian now keep 
a mixture of bantams, 
from speckledy Marans, 
which lay lovely brown 
eggs, to chi-chi Silkies, 
each with an impressive 
quiff. They also have 
numerous battery rescues 
and a growing collection 
of ducks. 

“We had a broody hen, 
Thelma - we also have a 
Louise, they’re sisters - 
and no chicken eggs to 
hatch,” explains Annie. 
“We came by some duck 
eggs, she sat on them and 
one hatched; we called her 
Daisy 

“For quite some time 
Daisy thought she was a 
chicken, so we decided 
she needed some other 
ducks to live with: now 
we’ve got about half a 
dozen Khaki Campbells, 
Aylesburys, a pair of 
Indian Runners - they’re 
called Eric and Ernie...” 

She says spring is the 
most magical time. “When 
you first see an egg 
hatching, you think ‘How 
many times can I watch 
this before it gets boring? 

The answer is it never 
gets boring. 

“One cockerel chick

hatched with a squiffy leg; 
he’d been squished up in a 
funny position inside the 
egg. A commercial 
producer would have 
killed him straight away 
but, being a softy, I 
persevered, gave him a 
little splint and some 
physio to build up his 
muscles. 

“Now he’s the best 
breeding cockerel we have. 
He’s called Gammy - as in 
gammy leg.” 

Annie is, she concedes, a 
sucker for a hard-luck 
story: all six of her cats are 
rescues and even some of 
the bees were found 
homeless, swarming as a 
result of over-run hives. 

“I’ve always loved 
animals and had pets; I 
even bred posh rabbits for 
a while. But I’d never kept 
birds before and didn’t 
realise how rewarding it 
would be. The chickens do 
get to know you: one of the 
cockerels -1 call him Che, 
for Che Guevara; that’s the 
Spanish teacher in me - 
always comes rushing up 
and follows me round. He 
just likes to be with you.” 

Annie, who teaches 
Spanish and French at 
Kimbolton School, has 
lived in Bluntisham for 17 
years but only started to 
develop the back garden 
after meeting Ian, her 
second husband; between 
them, the couple have five 
children of varying ages, all 
of whom help out when 
they can. 

Work began with the 
reinstatement of a 
traditional hedgerow, 


dotted with heritage apple 
and pear trees. Sourced 
through the East of 
England Apples and 
Orchards project, which 
aims to conserve ancient 
varieties, they include the 
whimsically named Jolly 
Miller, Barnack Beauty 
and Huntingdon Codlin. 

There are soft fruit trees 
too: plums and gages 
(Early Rivers, Coe’s Golden 
Drop), cherries (Archduke, 
Sunburst), apricots 
(Alfred), nectarines (Lord 
Napier) and peaches 
(Peregrine), as well as 
mulberries and canes of a 
number of different 
raspberries. 

“My mum worked - she 
wasn’t a stay-at-home 
cookie baker, or anything 
like that. But I do come 
from a homely family,” 
says Annie. “I find it very 
satisfying to turn our fruit 
into jams, for example; we 
get a real glut during the 
summer holidays, so it’s 
perfect timing.” 

Annie and Ian have also 
created a vegetable plot. 
“One of the real pleasures 
of this way of life is getting 
to eat seasonally. You can 
go into the supermarket 
and buy strawberries at 
any time of year, but they 
taste so much nicer when 
they’re picked from your 
own garden in the 
summer. 

“The only thing is 
you do get gluts. 

When the peaches 
are in season, we 
have peaches with 
absolutely 
everything: the kids 


ask: ‘What’s for dinner?’ 
and the answer is ‘Pork in 
peach sauce...” 

The chickens lay more 
than a dozen eggs 
between them a day; those 
that aren’t used in Annie’s 
own kitchen go to friends, 
neighbours and 
colleagues. 

At this time of year, 
Annie’s Meadow is full of 
fluffy new arrivals: 
pottering around a 
nursery pen with their 
proud mums, pecking at 
corn, the chicks are 
impossibly endearing to 
watch. 

“It’s harder in the winter 
- it’s a constant battle to 
make sure their water isn’t 
frozen and keep them 
warm - but, for the most 
part, all you have to do is 
feed and water them and 
protect them from Mr Fox. 
Chickens are really no 
trouble at all,” Annie 
concludes. 

“For us, there’s nothing 
better than sitting out in 
the meadow on a warm 
summer evening with a 
home-grown supper and a 
glass of Rioja, listening to 
the contented clucking of 
the hens and watching the 
sun set behind the 
hedgerow.

Test to battle 
dog blindness 


MILLIONS of dogs could 
avoid going blind thanks 
to a DNA test created by 
Newmarket scientists. 

Researchers at the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT) have 
managed to isolate a gene which 
causes dry eye and curly coat 
syndrome in Cavalier King 
Charles Spaniels. 

The painful condition can 
cause blindness among the 
popular breed and most sufferers 
are put to sleep. 

But work at the trust’s genetics 
centre, sponsored by the Kennel 
Club, has led to the creation of a 
simple test to identify carriers, 
which will be available from 
Monday. 

It will help breeders avoid

passing the condition on to 
puppies. 

Claudia Hartley, the AHT’s 
head of small animal ophthal¬ 
mology, said: “I have treated, and 
tried to help, many dogs with this 
horrible condition. 

“We’ve been working hard to 
try to find alternative treatment 
solutions. 

“I’ve always hoped that the 
work we’ve been doing would 
eventually identify the cause of 
this painful and blinding disease. 

“We now have a real chance to 
eradicate dry eye and curly coat, 
which is fantastic news for 
anyone involved with Cavalier 


King Charles Spaniels.” 

The test will also identify a 
neurological condition called 
episodic falling, which prevents 
spaniels from relaxing their 
muscles, causing them to 
become rigid and fall over. 

The specific genetic mutations 
were identified by PhD student 
Oliver Forman, who analysed 
more than five million letters of 
DNA from spaniels affected with 
the two diseases. 

Mike Townsend, chairman of 
the Kennel Club Charitable Trust, 
which helps to fund the Canine 
Genetics Centre’s work, said: 
“Every dog deserves to lead a 
healthy, happy life and this 
breakthrough will make a real 
difference.”

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Arlene is dancing 
back to childhood 


HERE COMES 
THE JUDGE: 
Dance guru 
Arlene Phillips 
will be reading 
from her new 
series of dance- 
inspired books at 
Wordfest on 
Sunday. 


W ORLD-class 

choreographer, dance 
instructor and TV talent 
scout Arlene Phillips has lent her 
name to some of the biggest-ever 
West End and Broadway hits, 
including Starlight Express, 
Saturday Night Fever and Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s current hit 
production of The Wizard of 
Oz. 

This weekend, however, 
Phillips dons her writer’s hat 
as she graces Cambridge 
I Wordfest to read from her 
new series of dancing- 
inspired children’s books, 
Alana Dancing Star. 

The former Strictly Come 
Dancing judge, her trademark 
enthusiasm as evident today as when 
discovering a new potential star on the 
small screen, says: “The books are about a 
little girl who just loves to dance. They 
cover all different genres. When I was 
growing up, there were lots of dance books 
about ballet and now, when I look for 
books for my great-nieces, I find that still 
the majority of books are on ballet. So 
these are about Latin and ballroom, 
musical theatre, hip-hop and all the 
things I’m involved with in the 
world of dance. 

“When I was very small I used 
to love The Magic Faraway Tree 
by Enid Blyton, where, though 
you always felt that

something terrible was going to happen, 
magically, there was always a wonderful 
switch. So I tried to get across that feeling in 
my books, of where there’s hopelessness, 
everything will turn out all right in the end.” 

Phillips grew up in Manchester, lost her 
mother to leukaemia and her father just a few 
years afterwards. Is that sense of hope and 
escapism what dance represented 
to her as a girl? “Yes, absolutely. It 
was always a struggle to pay for 
my lessons. Dance was my life, it 
was like breathing -1 had to 
dance. And I hope that, in the 
books, I’ve evoked that. 

“Although they’re named after 
my eldest daughter, Alana, the 
little girl is really me,” Phillips 
admits. “It’s about a girl who 
does everything in her power to 
dance, even though it’s difficult 
and she has to look after her 
little sister and there’s no money 
... but she’s determined that 
nothing will stand in her way.” 

A dancer as soon as she could walk, 
Phillips was encouraged by her parents to 
pursue dance as a profession and hasn’t 
looked back since. “I was told that I was 
dancing as soon as I was walking - whenever 
I’d hear music I was dancing.” 

As well as reading extracts from her 
books, and giving a talk on dance, Phillips 
has organised some special, inspirational 
guests to join her on Sunday. 

“I’ve got some dancers coming along from

Bodyworks, which is a fabulous school in 
Cambridge - I’ve used lots of their dancers 
in my shows. And then there’ll be questions 
and answers, because I always find that 
young people want to know about dancing - 
they tend to ask very serious questions 
because they want to be taken seriously,” she 
smiles. 

So what, for her, marks out an exceptional 
dancer? “I thought Charlie Bruce’s (winner 
of last year’s SYTYCD ) final was 

phenomenal. She told a story with every 
move that she did. And she 
had grown from that smiley, 
dolly dancer we saw in the 
first programme.” 

Memorably, Phillips’s 
invitation to take part in the 
first series of SYTYCD came in 
the wake of her much- 
publicised departure from 
Strictly Come Dancing, on 
which she had served as a judge 
since the show’s outset in 2004. 
Her replacement by former 
Strictly champ, the glamorous 
30-year-old Alesha Dixon, 
triggered a national debate over ageism 
within the BBC. 

But if Phillips harbours any hard feelings, 
she isn’t letting on. “I love the show,” she 
says simply. “But that was then and this is 
now, and I’m loving what I’m doing.”

A minx in the mix of 
Christie's whodunit 



IT’S impossible to be sniffy with 
Ali Bastian. She may be two 
hours late to our interview, but 
she is all politeness when her call 
finally connects for our chat. 

“I’m so sorry for calling you so 
late,” she breathes, her voice full of 
genuine concern. “My boiler broke just 
as we were due to start and I had to get 
a man round...” 

No problem, I assure her - we’ve all 
been there. Actually, the idea that the 
glamorous actress/queen of the 
ballroom is stricken down with 
domestic appliance issues like the rest 
of us is rather endearing. 

This down-to-earth warmth, evident 
particularly throughout her successful 
run on Strictly Come Dancing in 2009, 
has gained Bastian a lot of fans. 

Bastian is soon to arrive in 
Cambridge as part of the cast of the 
Agatha Christie Theatre Company’s 
production of Verdict, a tense murder- 
mystery following the fortunes of an 
idealistic professor and his invalid 
wife. 

The brilliant Professor Hendryk 
leads a content and morally upstanding 
life, but his world is turned upside- 
down when the prospect of life-saving 
treatment for his invalid wife persuades 
him to take on a new pupil against his 
better judgement; the spoilt, conniving 
minx Helen. 

“The tour is going great,” Bastian, 
who plays Helen, says eagerly. “Full 
houses everywhere we’ve gone which 
has been fantastic. It’s a really fun play,

before. And it’s different from 
Christie’s other plays - it isn’t your 
typical murder mystery. The murder 
actually takes place on stage ... I hope 
that’s not giving too much away!” 

Known mainly for her television 
work (she played Pc Sally Armstrong 
in The Bill and Becca Dean in 
Holly oaks), Bastian is clearly enjoying 
the challenge of being part of a stage 
company. 

“I’ve done a lot of telly work, which 
I enjoy, but it’s a very different way of 
working. It’s all so quick and you often 
don’t have time to rehearse. Whereas in 
something like this you’ve got time - 
which I think is the real difference - to 
really get inside the play and explore it.

Bastian’s Helen is a much more 
devious, villanous character than any 
she’s played before.

CARLOS Saldanha, director of 
the Ice Age films, ventures to 
sunnier climes for this joyous 
computer-animated romantic 
comedy. 

Set to intoxicating Brazilian 
rhythms and bursting with 
colour, Rio follows the same 
template as Ice Age, 
introducing us to a menagerie 
of wacky and neurotic critters 
whose fates rest in the balance. 
Slapstick comedy comes from 
a gang of monkeys, who pick 
the pockets of unsuspecting 
tourists, and a bulldog suffering 
from excessive saliva. 

Drool is cool as the mangy mutt 
and his chums prove that 
teamwork can overcome any 
obstacle and unite the entire 
feathered and furry cast for a 
song-and-dance number over 
the end credits. 

Blu (voiced by Jesse 
Eisenberg) is a domesticated 
blue macaw who lives in 
relative luxury in the sleepy 
community of Moose Lake, 
Minnesota. One day Brazilian 
conservationist Tulio (Rodrigo 
Santoro) arrives in Moose Lake 
to ask Blu’s owner Linda to take 


Blu to Rio de Janeiro so the 
rare bird can mate with the only 
known female blue macaw, 
Jewel (Anne Hathaway). 

She and Blu head to South 
America, which is in the grip of 
carnival season. But no sooner 
has Blu met Jewel than the 
birds are kidnapped by greedy 
animal smugglers led by Marcel 
(Carlos Ponce). 

While Blu is a scaredy cat 
resigned to his fate, Jewel 
orchestrates a daring escape 
bid, evading the clutches of the 
smuggler’s feathered sidekick, 
a conniving cockatoo called 
Nigel (Jemaine Clement). 

Blu and Jewel must rely on the 
help of a toucan called Rafael 


(George Lopez) and wise¬ 
cracking city birds Pedro 
(William) and Nico (Jamie 
Foxx) to find their way back to 
Linda and Tulio. 

Rio treads a familiar and 
predictable path but does so in 
style, opening with a glorious 
aerial sequence through the 
Brazilian rainforests where birds 
soar and swoop in 
choreographed formations. 

Eisenberg has his character’s 
neuroses down pat, Hathaway 
is gleeful as the feisty heroine 
while Clement has a ball as the 
feathered fiend whose tongue- 
in-cheek dialogue is littered with 
puns and delightful alliterations.

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GARDENING 


Why small spaces can 
be the finest frontiers 


E VEN the smallest 
outside space can be 
made into an oasis of 
calm, a bolthole where you 
can unwind after a hard day 
at work or entertain during 
the summer evenings. 

If you have a small garden, you 
need to plan carefully to ensure it 
meets your individual needs, says 
TV gardening expert Alan 
Titchmarsh, whose new book, 
Small Gardens , offers a wealth of 
tips on how to make the most of 
even the tiniest plot. 

“Keep it simple,” he advises. 
“You can make it interesting 
without it being fussy. Have good 
clean lines and interesting angles. 

“Consider if it’s worth having a 
lawn at all. Bear in mind if it’s 
going to be big enough to be able 
to sit on and to be able to mow. 
Can you manoeuvre a lawn 
mower around it and easily 
dispose of the clippings? 

“If the answer’s no to all of 
this, then go for a different 
surface, whether it’s gravel or 
paving or decking.” 

Seating is likely to be the

biggest priority, he observes. 

“Look at your plot to find out 
where the path of the sun is 
because the most important thing 
for most people in the garden is 
where they're going to sit. 

“Work out the place that will be 
most convenient, whether you 
want to sit in the sun or the shade. 
You may need your patio to be at 
the bottom of the garden rather 
than next to the house. 

“Always make the seating area 
bigger than you think you'll need 
because once you put a table and 
four chairs out there and you’ve 
pulled them out you don't want to 
be falling over the edge.” 

There are ways to make a small 
garden look bigger, he adds. 


Hiding your boundary with 
plants can increase the sense of 
space, while placing a small 
statue at the end of a narrow path 
will make the distance seem 
greater because your eyes want to 
believe the statue is life size. 

“Allow yourself some space. 
Gaps in an enclosed space 
encourage you to look through 
them into the space beyond, while 
looking from an open area into a 
densely planted one can give a 
sense of infinity. 

“A blend of open and enclosed 
spaces will enable you to blur the 
boundaries of your plot and make 
your small garden seem more 
spacious.” 

Focal points are also important 
and a few large features are better 
than many small ones in a small 
space, says Titchmarsh. 

“Don't think that because 
you've got a small garden you 
can't have anything of stature. Tall 
plants are fine as long as they're 
not spreading out too much or 
shading the garden or filling it 
with lots of foliage. 

“Tall plants draw your eye up 
and out into the world beyond and 
help to link the land with the sky.” 


Small trees, neat evergreens 
and shrubs which can be pruned 
to appear tree-like in outline are 
perfect structural plants for small 
gardens. 

Colour won’t need to be so 
prevalent in a small plot. 

“You’ll need less colour in a 
smaller garden. What’s more 
important is structure, form and 
perspective. I like to use 
evergreens because even in a tiny 
garden it gives it structure in 
winter. 

“Highlight the colour by giving 
it a good green background with 
foliage. Use colour more 
sparingly and it can still be 
effective.” 

Just because you have a small 
garden doesn’t mean you always 
have to go for dwarf plants, he 
adds. “Don’t feel that everything 
has to be squat, or you’ll end up 
with what looks like a tray of 
scones. Allow yourself one, two 
or three architectural plants.”
